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Names on Church Roll Not Sufficient Evidence of Salvation. 











Church Should Withdraw from Those Who are Wrong, and Cannot Be 
Restored. 








“‘Shall we keep a record of the 
names of the members of the 
church?” This question is often 
asked with a suggestion that the 
names written in heaven in the 
“‘book of,life’’ is all we need, 
and it is wrong to have our names 
placed on a church book here on 
the earth. 


In answer to the above ques- 
tion, I would say that I see no 
teaching or reason against the 
keeping of a regular record of 
names. The teaching of the 
Scripture all the way through is 
rather favorable. The names of 
the Apostles are recorded in more 
than one place. Af Acts 1:13 


‘special méntion of names is giv- 


en, and in the next verse special 
mention is made of the Lord's 
mother, giving her name, and in 
the fifteenth verse, instead of 
giving all the names, Luke says 
“‘the number of names together 
were about one hundred and 
twenty.’’ In writing to the pas- 


tor of the church at Sardis, John 
was commanded to say, Rev. 3:4, 
“‘Thou hast a few names,”’ as if 
the pastor of the church hada 


record of the names of the mem- 
bers of the church at that place. 


If we are exhorted to follow 
after the pattern of heavenly 
things, then as our names are 
written in heaven we should 
surely have them enrolled here. 
In setting up the tabernacle for 
the worship of God by the church 
in the wilderness, Moses was 
commanded to make all things 
according to the pattern shown 
him in the Mount. Heb. 8:5. At 
Rev. 3:5 the heavenly Messenger 
gives us to understand that fora 
failure to overcome, names will 
be blotted out of the book of life. 
This is in harmony with Paul’s 
teaching for us at 1 Cor. 5:13, 
where he said, “Therefore put 
away from among vourselves that 
wicked person.’’ His name then 
must have been blotted off the 
church roll. Other scriptures 
give this same thought. Com- 
mon reason teacheS that if I am 
a member of any society or broth- 
erhood, it is my name that shows 
my membership. How would 
Diotrephes of 3 John have been 
able to cast certain brethren out 


of the church had he not have 
had their name- on record so he 
could blot them off the book? 
How would he have known they 
were members of the church of 
which he was pastor had he not 


had their names on record? The 
Bible is full of records . In fact 
it is a book of records. In Bible 
times they were very careful to 
keep a record of names as well 
as events, happenings, delibera- 
tions of the Assemblies and 
churches, and the miracles, inci- 
dents and teaching. How would 
we have known anything about 
such men as Ignatius, Bishop of 
Antioch, who lived and did his 
wonderful work soon after the 
close of the writings of Scrip- 
ture; and Polycarp, Bishop of the 
church at Smyrna, who while in 
Rome about A. D. 150, did not 
hesitate to denounce those who 
had departed from the true Apos- 
tolic doctrine; and Origen, Euse- 
bius, John Huss, Martin Luther 
and many others, had it not been 
for the making and preserving of 
records? 

It is true that to have one’s 


name on a church roll is not ute —_ 
ficient evidence of salvation; but 


it is evident that this is a part of 
the work of the church. No 
name should be entered on the 
church roll until the person gives 
evidence of salvation, (neither 
should a name continue to re- 
main onthe roll if the person has 
gone back into sin and refuses to 
repent, straigten up his life and 
live for God. If one who isa 


member should be overcome and 
get back into sin, proper steps. 
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should be taken by the church to 
restore him, but if after having 
complied with the Scriptural di- 
rections he is still not restored, 
then it is the duty of the church 
to disfellowship him and blot his 
name from thechurch roll. ‘‘Now 
we command you, brethren, in 
the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that ye withdraw your- 
selves from every brother that 
walketh disorderly, and not after 
the tradition which he received 
of us.’’ 2 Thes. 3:6. The Syriac 
New Testament gives this same 
verse in such plain words that 
there is no need of a misunder- 
sStanding—‘ And we enjoin upon 
you, my brethren, in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
iMessiah, that you withdraw from 
every brother who walketh wick- 
edly, and not accopdi 
precepts which ye 
us.’’ f . v7 ; 
( # ’ 

‘The Church of God and the 


Bride of Christ,

‘Upon this rock I will build my 
Church, and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.’’ ‘‘And there come 
unto me one of the seven angels which 
had the seven vials full of the seven 
last plagues, ard talked with me, say- 
ing, come hither, and I will show thee 
the bride, the Lamb’s wife.’’ 

It will be remembered that the ‘‘bride 
of Christ and the Church of God’ are 
one, and the very same in every partic- 
ular, so far as can be observed by hu- 
man discrimination. 

There is but one way now by which 
-we can see ‘‘the bride, the Lamb’s 
wife,” and that is from a scriptural 
standpoint. But if faithful to Him who 
has called us into glory and virtue, we 
may have the great pleasure of being 
in the number. 

Many teach that ‘‘The Church of God 
is the Bride of Christ,’’ but the word 
does not say so; but it does say, ‘‘Now 
are ye the BODY of Christ.” ‘‘It does 
not yet appear what we shall be; but 
we shall be like Him.’’ 
None can know from a Bible standpoint 
that they will be in the bride of Jesus. 
It isenough to know ‘‘we shall be like 
Him.” The bride then is not the body 
of Christ, but a part of it. Adam was 
first formed, then Eve. As every one 
knows, Eve was only a part of Adam’s 
body. Even so, ‘‘the church and the 
bride’ are one in the same sense, and 
-will remain so until the great hand of 







God separates them. He alone knows 
how to do that. All are called to the 
same high calling. ‘‘Many are called, 
but few are chosen.’’ 

The church. Jesus said to Peter, 
‘‘But whom say ye that I am?” Simon 
Peter answered and said, ‘‘Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of the living God.’’ 
And Jesus answered and said, ‘‘Blessed 
art thou, Simon Barjona: for flesh and 
blood hath not revealed it unto thee, 
but my Father which is in heaven.’’ 
“‘And upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.’’ ‘‘And I will give 
unto thee the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven: and whatsoever thou shalt 
loose on ‘earth shall be loosed in heav- 
en.”” Matt. 16:16 19. Jesus tells Peter 
that heis blessed, to have God reveal 
to him the fact that Jesus is truly the 
Christ of God. And to those who have 
like revelation, that really-know exper- 
imentally that Jesus is the Son of God, 
of such will Jesus use to go into the 
great body Heca!ls the ‘‘Church ’’ The 
reader will notice that Jesus said, ‘‘On 
this rock I will BUILD my Church.’’ 
None of course would be fit for build- 
ing material who had not had a similar 
revelation. There is nothing so solid 
as this rock. | ‘‘l will build my church.” 
It can be readily seen, that to build a 
church and choose _a bride is not the 
same thing. To build His church, meant 
to collect a number of believers, who 
had the experimental knowledge, that 
Jesus was THE Christ, and who would 
dare to keep His saying at the peril of 
their own liyes. To none others could 
He afford to commit the keys of the 
Kingdom. Fot none but these to whom 
He could give His own Spirit, could He 
trust todo business for Him. And in 
this way only can He get His will done 
on earth as it is in heaven. 

Now this is the number that God des- 
ignates as the body of Christ—Himself 
being the head. Hence the Church of 
God is the executive body of Christ. 
The body of Christ is subject in every 
particular to the head—Jesus. Paul, 
after saying, “whether one member 
suffer, all the members suffer with it; 
or one member be honored, all the 
members rejuice with it,’’ also said, 
‘“‘Now we are the body of Christ, and 
members in particular.’’ 1 Cor. 12:36-27. 
The number that Jesus uses to build 
His church are so filled with Himself, 
and are so closely allied to each other, 
that when one member suffers all the 
members suffer (in the Spirit) from the 
same cause. Thechurch in the wilder- 
ness, which was composed of the whole 
family of Israel, andtheseventy proph- 
ets, of whom Moses was the leader, is 
a type of ‘‘The Church of God and the 
bride of Christ,’’ in ‘that when one 
member suffered all Isreal mourned. 


When Korah sinned and God wreaked 
out vengeance on him, in that the earth 
opened beneath their feet and swallowed 
them up. great fear fell on all Israel. 

likewise, when the Philistines were 
defeated, Israel rejoiced. In the case 
of Gideon, who went to battle with 
thirty-two thousand men, which God 
reduced to only three hundred, He only 
wanted those whom He could use to 
His own glory. The reader can readily 
see that God wants the very best to do 
service for Him; and could it be though 
a less thing that Jesus would want th 
best, and not only the very best, bu 
the most obedient, to mike up His 
bride? 


In the case of Ahasuerus, the Medo-. 


Persian King, who after having expelled 
Vashti, the Qieen, and putting her out 
of her royal estate, afterwards chose 
his bride out of a number which is truly 
a type of ‘‘The Church of God and the 
bride of Jesus.’’ King Ahasuerus ruled 
over one hundred and twenty-seven 
provinces. and after Vashti had been 
sent away by the King, he was advised 
by his lords to appoint officers in all 
these provinces, that they gather all 
the fair young virgins unto Shushan, 
the palace to the house of women, 
{there must have been hundreds of 
them), so that the maiden who pleased 
the King best be Queen instead of 
Vashti. So the virgins were gathered 
together unto Shushan, the palace, and 
purified themselves twelve months, six 
months with oil of myrrhand six months 
with sweet odours, (and other things 
for the purifying of the women.) Now 
the virgins all made preparations to be 
the King’s bride. Soafter their days 
of purification wereended, they dressed 
themselves in the royal dress and pre- 
sented thernselves to the King, each 
one expecting to be his bride. 
virgins all lived in high expectancy, 
looking forward to the time when they 
would have the privilege of seeing the 
King’s face, and each one hoping that 
she would be THE chosen one. In the 
court of the garden of the King’s pal- 
ace were white, green and blue hang- 
ings fastened with cords of fine linen 
and purple to silver rings and pillars of 
marble. The beds were of gold and si! 
ver, upon a pavement of red, and blue, 
and white and black marble. These 
virgins, after presenting themselves tc 
the King, returned to the SECOND house 
of the women and remained there, un 
less they were called for by the King 
At last I notice a fair and stately forn 
as she approaches to the King’s inn 
court. Sheis the fairest among wome: 
Her clothing is of wrought gold. Sk 
is brought unto the King in raiment c 
needle work—the virgins, her compan- 
ions, blessed and praised her. Putting 
aside her own people and her father’s 
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house, with gladness and rejoicing she 
came unto the King’s palace—and so 
the King greatly desired her beauty. 
And he, like Solomon, said, ‘‘Come 
thou, my fair one, thou hast doves’ eyes.” 
Her name was Esther. Many were 
called, but one was chosen. And so 
putting the crown royal upon her head 
and seating her by his side, he gave her 
his love as he did not the other virgins. 
What has become of all the other vir- 


3 gins, one asks? As was before stated, 
epthey took the SECOND place. 
4 main at SLushan, the palace, live in the 


All re- 


city, and mingle with the royal people, 
and eat, no doubt, at the King’s table, 
but none ever became the King’s wife, 
save Esther. 

Jesus says, ‘‘Many are called, but 
few are chosen,’’ but I am sure that 
all who purify themselves even as He is 
pure, and are ‘“‘like Him,’’ when He 
comes, will be chosen to bein the bride. 

Solomon says the Queens are three 
score, and concubines are four score, 
and the virgins are without number. 
But, ‘‘My dove, my undefiled is but 
one; she is the only one of her mother, 
she is the choice one of her that bare 
her. The daughters saw her, and 
blessed her.’’ John says, ‘‘We know 
that when{He shall appear we shall be 
like Him, and every one that hath this 
hope in him purifieth himself, even as 
He is pure.’’ 1 John 3:2-3. Now we 
are in the world, and we should be led 
by the Holy Ghost. We are really ex- 
pected to be pure, not only from all sin, 
but from all filthiness of the flesh as 
well, and then to be dressed in ‘‘Fine 
linen clean and white, which is the 
righteousness of the saints.” One asks, 
**‘Did Esther have anything to do with 
her being chosen to be the bride?’ 
Listen to what is said of her, ‘‘Esther 
was brought unto the King’s house, to 
the custody of Hegai, keeper of the 
women, and the maiden pleased him, 
and she obtained kindness of him, and 
he speedily gave her things for purifi- 
cation.” Her time like the balance of 
the virgins, was limited to one year, 
and it meant a great deal to get her 
things for purification and begin the 
work. So for you and me to obtain our 
things for purifying ourselyes, will sim- 
ply mean that we donot grieve the Holy 
Ghost, whereby we are sealed unto the 
day of redemption. Hegai is a type of 
the Holy Ghost, whois to be ovr teacher 
and guide. It is not supposed that the 
Holy Ghost will give you your things 
for purification if you are living a life 
that grieves Him. Paul says, ‘‘Grieve 
not the Holy Ghost.’”’ Instead of puri- 
fying themselves with sweet odours, 
(kind words, goodness, meekness, tem- 

erance, faith, godliness, brotherly 

indness ard charity,) many make 
themselves <dious to the Holy Ghost, 
by their unh Jy conversation and un- 
godly living. ‘‘Be ye therefore follow- 
ers of God as dear children’’ is the 
command given by the Holy Ghost. 

The reader will please remember one 
more scripture quoted by Paulin 1 Cor. 
15:41-42. He says, ‘‘There is one glory 
of the sun, another glory of the moon, 


and another glory of the stars: fur one 
star differeth from another star in 
glory. So also is the resurrection of 
the dead.’’ You see there will be four 
orders, or ranks, in the resurrection, if 
no more. ‘‘Some will be saved as by 
fire, and their works burned.’’ Others 
will be ‘‘rewarded according to their 
works,’’ and will be recognized, as be- 
fore stated. 

The first order that we will notice is 
the last mentioned by the Apostle— the 
least ones. In the morning of the res- 
urrection millions will rise with great 
rejoicing, as numberless es the sands 
of the seashore, with the glory of the 
little star that dots the great milky 
way. God will have done all for them 
He could, considering their faith ard 
willingness to be used of Him. They 
are the virgins mentioned by Solomon 
without number, and ‘‘the host that no 
man can number.’ 

The secord orcer is represented by 
the large stars. Onestardiffereth from 
another star in glory, but there are not 
near so many. ‘‘Not many mighty— 
not many great—and not many noble 
are called.’’ But there is the north 
star, the morning star, the evenirg 
star, and many others, which tell is 
that God has called a few great men 
into His service, who really have toiied 
in the vineyard of the Master, and that 
not in vain. These Jarger stars repre- 
sent to us the third order of the resur- 
rected glorified saints, or second to the 
least. They are more that do less, and 
fewer thatdomore. ‘They that turn 
many to righteousness shall shine as 
the stars forever and ever.’’ 

The third of the resurrected ones is 
compared in glory to that heavenly orb 
which revolves around the earth—the 
moon—who gets her light from the sun, 
and which serves to dispel some of the 
darkness of the night. Like the de- 
scription of the Church of God, she is 
only one. ‘‘God made two great lights, 
the greater light to rule the day and 
the lesser light to rule the night.” 
Gen. 1:16. In Romars we are told 
that the ‘‘Invisible things of Him from 
the creation of the fworld are clearly 
seen, being understcod by the things 
that are made.’’ f 

Fourth and last,, but who is first of 
alJ, is the resurrection order of the sun. 
That splendid orb, or luminary, which, 
being nearer the center of our system 
of worlds, gives light and heat to all 
the planets In the resurrection morn- 
ing some will rise with the glory of the 
sun. John said, ‘‘We know that we 
shall be like Him.’’ And Paul said he 
was pressing on trying to attain to it. 
And Peter said that he had already been 
a partaker of the glory that would be 
revealed. ‘‘For whom He did fore- 
know He also did predestinate to be 
conformed to the image of His Son, 
that He might be the first born among 
many brethren: moreover whom He 
did predestinate, them He also called: 
and whom He called, them He also jus- 
tified: and whom He justified, them He 
also glorified. What shall we say to 
these things?’’ The reader will please 
notice that the Apostle says that they 
were called that they MIGHT be con- 
formed to the image of His Son. Thank 
the Lord, some will be like Him, and 
will be in the bride. For as it is writ- 
ten, ‘‘Eye hath notseen, ncrear heard, 
neither hath it entered into the heart 
of man the things which God hath pre- 
pared for them that love Him.”’ I Cor. 
2:9. We believe it can be clearly seen, 


by every earnest Christian, that accord- 
ing to the order of the resurrection, 
not every one whokas the baptism with 
the Spirit will be the Bride of Jesus. 
And that the order of the resurrected 
life will vary in ,rcyorticn to their at- 
tainments in this life. But the reaaer 
will bear in mind that ‘*He is able to 
make all grace ekcuird tcwercs yeu; 
that. ye always havirg al sufficiency in 
all things may abound unto every good 
worl.......... Being enriched in ever ythirg 
to all bountifulness, which causeth 
through us thanksgivirg to Gcd.’’ 

Now inthe larguage of the secord 


text, ‘‘Come hither, ard I will show 
thee the bride, the Lamb’s wife.’’ 
‘“‘Ard | John saw tke toly city, rew 


Jerusalem, ccmirg ccwn from Ged cut 
of heaven, pared es a brice adcined 
for her hvsbend.’’ ‘‘And he carried me 
away in the Spirit to a great ard high 
mountain, ard showed me the great 
city, the holy Jerusalem, descending 
out of heaven from God.. ....... and her 
light was like unto a stone mcst pre- 
cicus, even like jasyer stone, clear as 
crystal; ard had a wall great ard high, 
and had twelve gates, erd at the gates 
twelveangels, and names written there- 
on, which are the remes of the twelve 
tribes of the children of Israel. (Read 
the whole cescripticn in the twenty- 
first chapter of Revelaticn.) Thisisa 
clear description of the bride, the 
Lamb’s wife. You wil] also rotice that 
tke 24th verse says, ‘‘And tke nations 
of them that are saved shall walk in 
the light of it, ard the kirgs of the 
earth do bring their glory and honor 
into it.” In this is fulfilled the sayings 
of Paul in Heb. 12:22:24. ‘‘But we are 
ccme unto Mount Sicn, ard unto the 
city of the livirg Gcd, the heavenly 
Jerusalem, and to an innumerable com- 
omg of argels, to the gereral assem- 
ly, the church of the first born, which 
is written in heaven, and to Gcd the 
Judge of all, ard to the spirits of just 
men made perfect, and to Jesus the 
mediator of the new coverant or testa- 
ment, and to the blood of sprinkling 
that speaketh better things than that 
of Abel. ‘‘Like the children of Israel 
ccming to the mount were they could 
receive the living oracles, we also have 
ccme to the things just mentioned; not 
that we have already attained to them, 
but that ‘‘we press on that we may ap- 
prehend that for which we are appre- 
hended of Christ.’’ But who is she 
that cometh forth es the morning, fair 
as the moon, clear as the sun, and as 
terrible as an army with banners? 
Cant. 6:10. She is the bride, the Lamb’s 
wife. And evidently the church of God 
is the mother of this fair virgin the 
Queen in gold of Ophir. ‘‘When Zion 
travails she shall bring forth sons and 
daughters.’’ ‘*When «ne member suf- 
fers, all the members suffer with it.”’ 
And this suffering mether, the body of 
Christ, will be enabled, by the grace 
that Jesus will give her, to present to 
Him, and to His delight, this fair wo- 
man, who is cleansed by the blood and 
filled with the Spirit, ard ‘‘arrayed in 
fine linen clean and white, which is the 
righteousness of the saints.’’ Job says, 
‘*Who can bring aclean thing out of an 
unclean? Not one.’’ But God says, 
‘‘What I have cleansed cal] not thou 
common or unclean.’’ And also ‘‘The 
blood of Jesus Christ, cleanseth us from 
all sin,’’ So the pure church will bring 
forth a pure offspring, which will be 
accepted by Jesus as His bride.

For several months some of the Lord’s 
dear children here had been impressed 
with the need of a place for Sunday 
School and worship in South Cleveland. 
There was not much talk about it, but 
no doubt a good deal of praying. At 
the regular quarterly meeting of the 
Church, near the first of April, it was 
decided to purchase a lot and erect a 
tabernacle thereon at once. The breth- 
ren commenced work with a will, and 
the tabernacle is now a reality, and 
was formally dedicated Sunday after- 
noon May 15, 1910. 

The Sunday School of College Avenue 
Church had prepared some special songs 
for the occasion, which they rendered 
very successfully, and to the gratifica- 
tion of all present. As the little chil- 
dren sang, and demonstrated a part of 
the song by the waving of their hand- 
kerchiefs, a thrill ot gladness seemed 
to run through the congregation.

The text for the sérmon was Acts

ment of the cost of the structure, re- 
ceipts and disbursements, and an ap- 
proximate estimate of the amount need- 
ed to pay the’bills was read. As the 
members of the Sanday School sang, it 
was interesting to see the people rise 
up one by one, as though prompted by 
some unseen power, and come forward 
and lay their offerings on the’ open 
Bible. This continued, with the taking 
of some pledges, stopping at intervals 
to kneel and thank God, until ‘the.

Many of them are 
so poor and feeble that they beg us 
most piteously for a few coppers to buy 
food. This applies to the colored peo- 
ple, yet there is a great deal of abject 
poverty among the white people, also, 

* especially those we have readiest access 
to. 

~ This makes the ninth place at which 
we have held short meetings since we 
left'.Nassau, on the 4th of March; and 
the Lord has graciously manifested His 
presence in every service, and souls 
have been éonverted, and many are 
convinced of the truth of sanctification 
and some of the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost, but these doctrines are totally 
unknown in places, and very many, 
even members of the churches, know 
little or nothing of experimental relig- 
ion. It is pitiable to see old people tot- 
tering on the brink of eternity with 
nothing but an empty form without any 
life, or power, or joy in their souls. 
The people are delighted with Pentecos- 
tal songs, and a great many agree that 
we preach Bible truth, and in every 
place they express regrets at our short 
stay, and cordially invite us to return. 
Our present trip is largely prospective, 
and I wish to say that every place vis- 
ited convinced me more fully that there 
is not a field on the globe where more 
immediate results would be manifested, 
if we had force enough to push the 
work continuously until victory was 
achieved, and we have not reached the 
most needy islands. Before we can 
visit these to advantage, we need a 
boat to live in. The people live in vil- 
lages along the shore, and their little 
houses are full, and in many places you 
need to carry your own provisions. I 

am informed that 16,000 out of the 

55,000 inhabitants were reported by the 

Jast census as heathen, and yet they 

speak the English language, and are 

almost right at our doors.

And in the Mountains North 
of the Blue Ridge, near 
North Carolina and 
Georgia Line. 


This is the fourth year we have been 
called as pastor of the Church of God 
in Tellico Mountains. Oh, it is wonder- 
ful how God is blessing this dear people. 
Praise His precious name. In my last 
visit there, after preaching under the 
power of the Spirit, a father and mother 
who had been real enemies to holiness 
were melted, and came trembling to 
the altar, with many others. We cried 
and prayed over them, and Sunday near 
midnight the dear mother got through 
to God, after which we retired toa 
straw couch to rest.
